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“MAKE IMMIGRATION HUMAN” SAYS 
C. P.R. PRESIDENT; SIR THOMAS 
WHITE PAYS HIM HIGH 
TRIBUTE 


A Aaressing the Associated 

Boards of Trade banquet 
at Winnipeg recently, E. W. 
Beatty, chairman and president 
of the Canadian Pacifie Rail- 
way, said that one of the most 
significant facts of the confer- 
ence was the desire of men from 
all parts of Canada to discuss 
the country’s problems from an 
economic and national point of 
view, free from the bewildering 
influence of political partisan- 
ship. “This,” Mr. Beatty said, 
“leads me to the inevitable con- 
clusion that the question of Con- 
federation on the principles of 
national unity which guided the 
fathers in establishing it can- 
not be solved by political mani- 
pulation, but only by that men- 
tal attitude which comes from understanding and is the result of honest 
education. 

In order to achieve national prosperity, Mr. Beatty advocated an 
extensive immigration policy to supply the man power necessary for 
the “largest undeveloped country in the world.” “If I had any sugges- 
tion to make in respect to this question,” continued the president, “I 
would suggest that we take it out of tho field of statistics and place it 
In the field of human relations. We are apt to forget that the people 
who come to our shores are not so many hundreds or thousands of 
British or Continentals with or without settlers’ effects. They are human 
beings, members of families who have torn themselves up from old homes, 
homes in some cases centuries old, to come and live in Canada, to be 
neighbours, if we are willing to be neighbourly, and to become good 
titizens if we only hold out a welcoming hand. 

“We realize how great the wrench must be when wo learn that 
some bring with them a handful of earth so that when the time comes 
for them to die in Canada it may he scattered over their coffins. I won- 
Jer how many Canadians, who hide made the trek to the United States, 
have ever thought to carry with them a handful of Canadian soil. No 
Immigration scheme for Canada can ever achieve success unless due 
allowance is made for such human factors.” 

On the same occasion Sir Thomas White, former Federal Minister 
of Finance, paid a high tribute to Mr. Beatty. Sir Thomas said that he 
had always looked upon Mr, Beatty as a representative Canadian who 
typified the qualities which are.to be found in true Canadians. Mr. 
Beatty had carved his own niche in Canadian affairs and had made 
his own way in the world as in the manner of Canadians. As president 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway, Mr. Beatty occupied one of the highest 
positions in the Dominion and was absolutely unspoiled by his enormous 
tuccess, and Sir Thomas liked to think that in this the former was also 
a characteristic Canadian, 

Referring to the improvenient of the Canadian Pacific Railway, the 
former Finance Minister pointed out that the history of the Dominion 
and the Company were intertwined and could not be disassociated. The 
Canadian Pacific Railway had stood as the type of exemplary Canadian 
interprise and courage in the face of apparently insurmountable obstacles. 
Sir Thomas also commented favorably on the good work the Canadian 
Pacific Railway had done during the Great War, and later on in going 
thead with work, at the request of the Government, in order to give 
pmployment to soldiers who were returning after the war,

During the twelve months ended 
October 31st, 1925, Canada exported 
to 53 countries and colonies 62,903 
cars valued at $25,168,869 and 
trucks valued at $5,016,000 and also 
auto parts worth $5,573,875. Auto- 
mobilo exports /during the corres- 
ponding period 1923-24 totalled 45,- 
194 cars valued at $23,109,331, 


A total of 18,261 acres was plant- 
ed to tobacco in Ontario in 1926, 
yielding 20,623,000 pounds accord- 
ing to figures issued by the Federal 
Government. In 1924, 12,372 acres 
were planted, yielding 12,135,000 
pounds, In 1925 the average yield 
per acre was 1,180 pounds as com- 
pared with 914 pounds per acre last 

- year, 

Branch offices of Japanese flour 
mills are to be established in Win- 
nipeg soon, it is understood, so as to 
be‘in a good position to buy wheat. 
Two representatives of the Missin 
Flour Mills and Mitsui Grain Com- 
pany, of Tokio, were in Winnipeg 
recently making arrangements for 
the purchase of 150,000 tons of 
wheat for the two firms. 


Ernest Rolph, a Toronto architect, 
has claims to the discovery of the 
first fossilized remains of eggs of 
prehistoric reptiles. He found them 
in a deep cutting between Lethbridge 
and MacLeod in the shape of about 
15 perfectly round stones, The eggs 
measure 2% inches in diameter and 
are now being investigated by Pro- 
fessor Parks of Toronto. 


In order to create a better under- 
standing of the game, an all-star 
team of English badminton cham- 
pions arrived in Saint John, N.B., 
recently and made a tour right 
across the Dominion, exclusively on 
Canadian Pacific lines, playing ex- 
hibition games in the largest cities. 
Sir George Thomas, Bart., is cap- 
tain of the team which sails for 
home on December 30. 


M. U. Bates, who operates a chain 
of camps in the Metsgama district 
of Ontario, reported to the tourist 
depariment of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway that the record for the 1925 
season was fourteen moose, two deer 
and one bear, taken by ten parties 
of fall hunters totalling 22 persons. 
Most of the visitors were satisfied 
as 75 percent of them made reserva- 
tions for next year, 


A prize of $1,000 weekly, offered 
by a Chicago publication for a deed 
of bravery, comes to Canada for 
the first time. J. B. Partridce, fire- 
man on the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, on the run between Calgary, 
Alta., and Field, B.C., is to receive 
the reward for saving the lives of 
five men who were!in danger from 
a huge rock and nmud'slide on the 
Field Hill, August 21 last, 


Canadian roses grown at Bramp- 
ton, Ontario, and sent to Sir George 
McLaren Brown, European general 
manager of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, stationed in London, scored 
a decided hit with Londoners. Larze 
crowds gathered to see the Canadian 
blooms which were on display in 
the windows of the offices of che 
Canadian Pacific Railway in Tra- 
falgar Square. 


Christmas holiday passenger traf- 
fic to the British Isles was especially 
heavy this season on Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway lines. Over 1,200 
passed over these lines in the last 
two weeks of November, while 
others arrived later in time to get 
the S.S. Melita and the S.S. Meta- 
gama which sailed from Saint John, 
N.B., on December 10 and 11. West- 
erners all seem to be in very good 
financial circumstances owing to 
the good cxcps the past season.

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AUSTRALIAN : 
IMPRESSIONS 


J. H. WOODS GIVES ADDRESS TO 
THE CALGARY BOARD OF 
TRADE 


(Calgary Herald) 

Asserting that the destiny of the 
British Empire rests between Aus- 
tralia and Canada, two great and 
wealthy countries with wonderful fu- 
tures before them, J. H. Woods, presi- 
dent of the Canadian Press, appealed 
to Canadians to make every effort to 
know Australia and its people better, 
at the close of his address at the noon 
luncheon of the Calgary Board of 
Trade on Friday. 

A large audience, composed of mem- 
bers of the board and their wives, 
greeted the speaker when he rose to 
speak on “Recent Impressions of Aus- 
tralia and Its People,” after he had 
been introduced by President F. E. 
Osborne. Mr. Woods recently return- 
ed from a trip to New Zealand and 
Australia, where he attended the Im- 
perial Press Conference, and in his 
address he briefly referred to the Aus- 
tralian people. 

“We must seek to cultiyate a spirit 
of active sympathy, take an interest 
in their troubles and take pride in 
their successes,” declared Mr. Woods, 
while mentioning the need for great- 
er cooperation and understanding he- 
tween the two countries. 

“There is room for both countries 
in the world and in the Empire,” he

continued, . “It is my firm belief that 
with such paople as they are, and 
Canadians as they are, there is no 
need to have any fear for the future 
in maintaining ‘our loyalty to.’ the- 
crown.” ; : 

In his address, Mr, Woods dealt 
with the physical and politital char- 
acteristics of the people of Australia, 
but he mentioned that, in doing this, 
he would be able to deal with only” 
a few phases in that connection, so: 
great were the impressions that could 
be gained from such a visit. 

First, he told of his, visit to New 
Zealand, where the delegates spent 
twelve days before going on to Aus-- 
tralia. 

“It is a country so beautiful, with a 
people so courteous and kindly, that: 
such an impression was left. on us: 
that I am sure it can never be ef-. 
faced,” he said. “They are a most | 
contented people, where poverty and 
great wealth are found in a lesser de- 
gree than in any other country that: 
I have visited. 

“It is a country with landscape of 
superior beauty, farms well cultivated, 
a people largely rural, with very few 
industries. They have introduced and:

AUSTRALIAN 
IMPRESSIONS

put into effect legislation of the most 
unselfish type possible, and they have 
a class of public men who are unsel- 
fish and with a devotion to duty 
which, if equalled, has never been sur- 
passed.” 

In Australia, Mr. Woods said he 
met a people who were not quite the 
same. “They are more energetic in 
their aims, more materialistic in their 
ideals, and more crude in attaining 
them. Yet they are a people great 
in courage and in ambition, who are 
hospitable to the highest degree of 
any people I have ever met.” 

Every chance was given to the visit- 
ing editors to examine the resources 
and industries of the country, he said. 
They visited every section of Austra- 
lia with the exception of that on the 
far west coast. 

The great distances was the first 
material thing that struck him as well 
as many of the other delegates. It 
was a great country, not an island, but 
a continent. From Brisbane to Syd- 
ney it was 700 miles, and from Sydney 
to Melbourne a distance of about 670 
miles, Various other communities 
were separated by great distances. 

“This opened up in our minds the 
possibilities of untold wealth in that 


country,” said Mr. Woods. “They 
haye magnificlent fertility of soil 
with a wonderful productivity, and 


they raise cattle, sheep and crops, the 
like I have never seen elsewhere. 

The soil and climate of the country ; 
are on a parallel with any other part} 
of the British Empire. I saw there a} 
dairy country where year in and year 
out the pastures are green, I saw won- 
derful fruits which are unknown to us 
except by importation, They have a 
great sugar industry and the begin- 
ning of a great cotton industry, 

“That part of the earth is almost! 
unparalleled in its range and extent 
of its possibilities,” went on Mr! 
Woods. Our people were greatly im- 
pressed with the future and possibil- 
ities of that land with such a wonder- 
ful climate and soil.” 

Mr. Woods went on to tell how the 
whole country which was now so won- 
derfully productive had been cleared : 
of “big shrub” by the early pioneers. 
There was nothing lilke.the big plains 
that exist in this country. 

“The men who pioneered in Austra- 
lia were a fine type of pioneers, | 
fine as any Britishers who went any- 
where,” he sald. “Their successors 
there are brave, loyal men, They have 
the personnel which could bid nothing 
but success for any country and they 
are building a fine British race.” 

The cities of Australia, the speaker 
classed as remarkable. Sydney was 
situated on the shore of a contin 
harbor, which with its 250 miles 


One of the big preticms ita which 
the country had to ¢.app.2 was the 
fact that of its total populatien 67 
6,000,000 people, fifty pos vom iived 
in the cities. Mr. Woods questioned 
if there were any other country 
where the rural districts could sustain 
such a big percentage of its popula- 
tion in the cities, 

Even under those conditions the 
people there expected a drought every 
five years. That was nothing to them 
s0 long as it didn’t happen any often- 
er than once every five years. 

Referring to the scenery of the 
country, he said that was charming, 
but {it could not be compared with 
Canada in that respect. One thing 


which affected the scenery there more ; 


than anything else was the lack of 
water. 

All the greatness of Australia had 
been accomplished in a narrow seg- 
ment of the country. Yet here was a 


country with a population of 6,000,000 | 


which was doing so wonderfully well 
that it was hardly necessary to work. 
The country was full of prosperous, 
happy people. 

Yet there was another side to the 
shield, Sydney harbor, for example, 
which looked so beautiful and inviting, 
was full of sharks, The people there, 
with their lovely homes, with gardens 
running down to the water, had to 
build concrete places at the end of 
their gardens in which to bathe. 

The political life of the people was 
reflected in the every-day life of the 
people. The fact that about half of 
the people lived in the city and the 
other half were scattered over a large 
rural country, naturally resulted in 
concentration of political power in 
the cities, For this reason Australia 
was a protectionist country, and there 
was no free trade party. They re- 
garded this policy, not from an econ- 
omical point of view, but as a busi- 
ness proposition. 

The people of Australia were self: 
centred; they thought in terms of 
Australia, with very little considera. 
tion for other parts of the world. 
Their ideal was to make everything 
they could at home, import as little 
as possible and to export as much as 
they could, This was a fine ideal, 
said My. Woods, if it could be worked 
out. 

By the cultivation of their indus- 
tries there, Labor, as it was known 
there, had become strong. Five out 
of six of the provincial governments 
were Labor governments, Among the 
business and professional men, and 
the newspapers of the country, Mr. 
Woods found a sincere regard and re- 
spect so far as this class of govern- 
ment was concerned. 

He found there a tendency to go

Similar “arrangements were being 
made with regard to cotton and 
many other industries, Some people 
he found claimed it was the greatest 
autocracy, while others maintained it 
was real democracy.

The future of Australia, according 
to Mr. Woods, was hidden in mystery.

New York—across the whole continent—in an cightcen foot long motor 
boat, two Americans, John Edwin Hoag and Frank 8. Wilton, not to 
mention Spy-Wapato, their dog, arrived recently in Montreal and stayed 
for a day or two before proceeding to New York. 

The entire distance was covered by water with the exception of one 
portage of 400 miles from Celilo Falls, Washington to Fort Benton, 
Montana, Their boat the “Transcontinental” is an 18-foot craft, 5 feet 
abeam, and powered with two four horse power Evinrude outboard 
motors, They left Astoria, Oregon, May 20, after having their boat 
shipped up the coast from Los Angeles. The route was via the Columbia 
River from its mouth to Celilo alls where the boat was loaded into a 
box car and sent on 400 miles to Fort Benton where the journey was 

%, resumed down the Missouri River for 2,280 miles into the Mississippt 
to St. Louis, then up the Mississippi to the [linois River as far as Ot- 
tawa, Illinois; through the Illinois and Michigan Canal to Joliet, [linoia, 
and through the Chicago Drainage Canal into Lake Michigan. From 
here the voyage was plain sailing to Montreal, where they landed at 
the Canadian Pacific Pier No. 8, having moored their boat alongside 
the “Montealm,” 

Messrs, Hoag and Wilton followed in reverse direction the course 
of the early explorers, Columbus, Hendryk Hudson, Champlain, Cartior 
and La Salle, Their mishaps commenced early when, in the Columbia 
River they ran afoul of a sunken log which tore the stern out of their 
boat. After this misadventure, which they finally weathered safely, 
they had comparatively no bad luck, except for the tornadoes, heavy 
storms and risky runs down little-known rapids, which might naturally 
be expected. 

Their adventure is unique, the only attempt previously made being 
about 18 years ago when a similar expedition ended at Bismarch, North 
Dakota, after traversing the same route, Then, however, the adven- 
turers were so he'd up by adverse conditions that they were overtalen 
by sinter ard tho'r boat was crushed in the fee.
